SELF ACCUSED

I had been practicing law in the town 
of Lancaster for about four years when 
James Higgins, merchant, was mur- 
dered. According to the testimony of 
his wife, they were aroused at mid- 
night by a nolse down stairs, and he 
went down to Investigate. She beard 
angry words, followed by a shot, and, 
giving an alarm, it was found that the 
husband had been shot through the 
heart. It was noted that nothing In the 
house had been taken and vo prepara- 
tlon made for robbery. A window 
which had been left unfastened offered 
the means of Ingress, and the shooting 
had taken place in the sitting room, 
Mrs. Iliggings was sure that there bad 
been a sort of dispute before the fatal 
shot was fired. She was sure of her 
husband's voice; but, as to the other, 
she was undecided as to whether tt 
was a man’s or a woman's. The de- 
tectives proceeded on the theory that 
a man bad effected entrance with in- 
tent to plunder. Ile had no sooner got 
into the house than he was confrouted 
by Higgins, who, though unarmed, was 
4 strong man. He had probably called 
upon the burglar to surrender and per- 
haps lald bands on bim and had been 
killed that capture might be avoided, 

The first suspect arrested was the 
hostler at the paros of one of the ho- 
tela, Ile bad been seen op the street

at midnight; he was known to bave a 
pistol; be betrayed many signs of gullt 
when arrested. | was employed in his 
defense and after balf an hour's talk 
with bim came to the conclusion that 
he waa guilty He didn't admit bia 
guilt, but at the same time he didn't 
deny It with the warmth expected of 
an innocent man, It was by accident 
altogether that | made a series of dis 
coverles. This man bad planned with 
another to break open the passenger 
depot and rob the safe, They bad been 
surprised while at work by a tramp, 
and the bostler was afrald to talk to 
me or any ove else of the murder case 
for fear of belng found out tn the less 
er crime, When ounce I had the thing 
straightened out, it did not take long 
to upset the case of the police, I had 
searcely done this when | was upset 
myself, 

A building contractor named Otls 
came to me to make a confession, He 
had reasons to suspect that Higgins 
had rulned bis bome, and when there 
was no longer any doubt in bis mind 
he bad determined to kill the man 
He told me tn detail of bis going to the 


house, effecting an entrance, telling 
IUigging what be bad done and then 
shooting bim. He wanted to be tried 


for the shooting and belleved that the 
jury would acquit Lim, Actlog ou my 
advice, be went to the police with bis 
atory and at ite conclusion was put 
under arrest. 

1 went to work on the case, but was 
bowled over at the very outset, Mrs, 
Otis declared in the most emplatic and 
earnest way that she bad never spoken 
a dozen words to Higgiua, ber husband 
bad never intimated that be bad the 
slightest cause for jealousy of any man, 
and, better than all, she could prove 
that from 10 o'clock in the evening

Higgins had 
by accident got hold of some love let. 
ters which the young man had written 

and had refused to give them up for 
Jess than $100. Not having the money 
to pay with and being rendered dea- 
perate, be had gone to search the house 
at night. Salters told of the conversa- 
tion when Higgins came down stairs— 
how he got In and got out and all the 
details, I advised him to go to the 
police, and, as in the other case, they 
locked him up and felt sure that they 
had the right man at last. 

I was not retained by young Salters, 
who announced that be would make no 
defense, but I set out to clear up a few 
points to satisfy my own curiosity. 1 
was not long in ascertaining that be 
was not In love with any girl and bad 
never been known to write a love let 
ter; also that on the night of the mur 
der he was in a town 20 miles away. 
When these facts became known to the 
police, they had to drop their case, 
though Salters protested to the last 
that be was guilty. I! had lost my keen 
interest In the matter when a strange 
woman, who Introduced berself as Mrs, 
Haskins, called at my office to make a 
confession. She was a woman of 40, 
good looking and intelligent and cl@m- 
ing to be a widow and to reside ina 
town 80 miles away. She it was who 
killed Mr. Higgins, and she had with 
her the pistol from which the shot had 
been fired. The deceased, as she claim 
ed with many details, had wronged her 
only daughter while passing himsclf 
off ns a single man. She had haunted 
his store, but he had dodged her. She 
had tried to meet him on the street, 
but he had evaded her. As a last re 
sort she had entered his house and 
made the nolse that brought bin down 
stairs, 

In my experience as a lawyer I never 
heard a straighter story, but before 
sending the woman to the police, as in 
the other cases, I began to Investigate. 
The very first move proved that she 
was either a monstrous liar or a bit 
crazy. The lady at 
claimed to have stopped had never even 
heard of her. Then I discovered that 
she had no daughter and that Mr. Ilig 
gins could not have known her and 
that he bad not visited her town for 
12 years, To cap the clitanx, she was 
home on the night of the murder, 

There was one more instance, and It 
partook of the ridiculous at once, A 
one legged man named Wells, a resi- 
dent of the town, gave himself up to 
the police as the murderer, He claim- 
ed to be a somnambulist and that the 
deed was done while he was asleep. 
He didn't think he ought to be punish- 
ed, but be wanted to be tried and ac- 
quitted. Not one true statement did 
he make In all his story, and he was 
told to take his leg and get out. The 
hunt for the true criminal was kept up 
for a year, but he was never discover- 
ed. The police were no doubt right In 
thelr first theory. The man entered the 
house for plunder, and, being discover- 
ed, if not attacked, he fired the fatal 
shot and then escaped. It was more 
than likely that he was a stranger to 
the town. 

You will niturally ask why those 
people should have charged themselves 
with a crime that they were not guilty 
of. A physician could probably give 
you a clearer auswer. My theory ts 
that they had taken an Intense Interest 
in the case, and from argument with 
themselves how the crime was com 
mitted or how they would have com- 
initted It they got to the point of belley- 
ing that they actually did commit It. 
Such cases @re by no means rare, and It 
must be for some such reason that 
courts often refuse to accept a plea of 
guilty and give the accused a fair trial 
for his life and liberty, There are peo- 
ple, as every lawyer and detective 
knows, who are auxious to be witness 
es in @ case and will perjure them- 
selves on the stand without seeming 
to be aware of It, and it Is In carrying 
out this singular line of conduct or 
train of thought that one may come to 
recuse himself,

Placer mining is probably the most 
fascinating operation a person can 
indulge in. Any man of ordinary 
intelligence may soon become an ex- 
pert placer miner. It is pre-emin- 
ently a poor man’s method of min- 
ing A shovel and a ‘cradle’ with 
energy and persistence an the part 
of the man are the working tools of 
the placer miner, In view of the 
reported discovery of rich deposits of 
alluvial gola along the Horse’ Fly 
River in the Cariboo district, this 
famous stamping ground of the old 
‘‘forty-niners ’ have again sprung in- 
to prominence. It Was thought that 
the men who overspread the Cariboo 
in '57 had exhausted ‘'the diggings”’ 
and for some years past the white 
men have been content to leave them 
to the Chinamen, who have been 
panning over the ground with no 
doubt fair returns. The Cariboo 
takes rank as the richest placer dig- 
gings ever discovered, and the pres- 
ent reported finds would seem to in- 
dicate that the ‘‘forty'niners’’ 
touched the fringe of it.

‘ne valleys through which these 
streams flowed were found to be fill- 
ed to a considerable depth by loose 
material, gravel and boulder-clay, 
due to the glacial period, or to in- 
wash from the sides of the bordering 
mountain ranges; and in sinking be- 
neath all this material the channels 
of older streams, the predecessors of 
the present, were found, and with 
their rocky beds smoothed and worn 
and filled with rounded boulders and 
gravel These contained vastly 
richer deposits of gold, because they 
represented the consecrated accumu- 
lations of great periods of continu. 
ed work by natural forces of denus 
dation and river action. This dis- 
covery, once made, led to the initia- 
tion of more extended mining — op- 
erations, which often necessitated 
large expense in labor, and the con- 
struction of heavy pumping machin- 
ery, but the results as a rule repaid 
the enterprising miners Thus the 
old deeply buried channel of Light- 
ning Creek was found to averasre 
something like $200 in cold to each 
running foot of its length while 
considerable lengths of Williams 
(week yielded as much as $1,000 to 
the same unit of measurement. 

Williams Creek affords some  not- 
able instances of the extraordinary 
concentration of ‘‘coar sold in 
limited areas Thus, from Steel's 
claim, 80x25 feet, over $100,000 
worth of gold was obtained, From 
the Diller Company's claim it is 
stated that in one day 200 pounds 
weight in gold, valued at $88,400 
was raised, and in 18638 twenty 
claim. were producing from 70 to 
400 ounces of gold each per day 
Four hundred miners were at work 
on Williams Creek, in 1868, which 
which was termed the golden year 

Though like Williaims Creek, dis- 
covered in 1861, the deep channel 
of Lightning Creck was not success- 
fully reached till L870, but wreat 
developments followed. The Buteh- 
er Claim at one time yielded 350 
ounces of gold a day; the Aurora 
800 to 600 ounces, and the Caledon- 
in BOO ounces 

The Cariboo mining district is si- 
tuated in a high and densely forest- 
ed mountainous region, which, be- 
cause of its inaccessible character, 
had remained unknown even 
to the wandering native hunters, At 
the time in which these great dis- 
coveries in it occurred it was reach- 
ed only with extreme difficulty by

Dut the lengths of the 
rich old channels on both these 
famous creeks which could be work- 
ed in this way proved to be limited 
to a few miles, Below a certain 
point in each case, the “bed rock’’ 
was found to be at so great a depth 
that it Was not possible to reach 
through the and water-satur- 
ated materials filling the old valley.
